arrived at Salem, with the Maſſachuſetts charter, June 12, 1690. 
He was many years Governor of that infant colony, and conducted 
kimſelf with fuch addrefs and. unſhaken re&itude as to render his 


memory, dear to poſterity. He died, March 26, 1649.

The Governor and ſome company with him went up by

fick among them.

Be Abraham Sheert of Penaquid, and one Captain Wright 
and others coming to Piſcataquack, being bound for this Bay

The ſtrife in Watertown congregation continued ſtill, but 
at length they gave the ſeparatiſts a day to come in, or afl to 
be proceeded againſt. 5. At the day they all came in and 
ſubmitted, except John Maſters, who, tho he was adviſed by 


divers miniſters and others, that he had offended in turni 


his back upon the ſacrament, and departing out of the al. 
ſembly, &c. becauſe he had then admitted a member whom 
he judged unfit, &c. He perſiſted, ſo the congregation: (be: 
ing loth to proceed againſt him), gave him a further day, at 


which time, he continuing obſtinate, they excommunicated 


him, but about a fortnight after he ſubmitted himſelf and was 


received in again. 


At Watertown there was, in the view of divers witneſſes, 2 
great combat between a mouſe and a ſnake, and after a long 
fight the mouſe prevailed and killed the ſnake. The miniſter 


of Boſton, Mr. Wilſon, a very ſincere holy man, hearing of it, 
gave this interpretation :—That the ſnake was the devil, the 
mouſe was a poor contemptible people which God had brought 


hither, which ſhould over-come ſatan here, and diſpoſſeſs him 


or, that before he was reſolved to come into the country, he 
dreamed he was here, and that he ſaw a church ariſe out of the 
earth, which grew up and became a marvellous goodly church. 

After many importunings and days of humiliation by thoſe 


of Boſton and Roxbury, to ſeek the Lord for Mr. Wilde his 
diſpoſing, and the advice of thoſe of Plimouth being taken, &c. 
at length he reſolved to fit down with them of Roxbury. 


The deputy, Mr. Thomas Dudley being ſtill diſcontented 
with the Governor, partly for that the Governor had removed 
the frame of his houſe which he had ſet up at Newtown, and 


partly for that he took too much authority upon him (as he con- 


ceived) renewed his complaints to Mr. Wilſon and Mr. Wilde, 
who acquainting ' the Governor therewith, a meeting was a- 
greed upon at Charleſtown, where were preſent, the Governor 
and deputy, Mr. Noell, Mr. Wilſon, Mr. Wilde, Mr. Maye- 
rick, and Mr. Warham. The conferrence being begun with 
calling upon the Lord, the deputy begun, —that however he 
had ſome public grievances, yet ſecing he was adviſed by thoſe

preſent, and divers of the affiſtants, to be filent in them, he 
would Jet them paſs, and ſo come firſt to complain of the breach 
of promiſe, both in the Governor and others, in not buildin 

at Newtown. The Governor anſwered chat he had performed 
the words of the promiſe, for he had a houſe up, and ſeven or 
eight ſervants abiding. in it by the day appointed ; and for the 
removing of his houſe he alledged, that ſeeiffg that the reſt of 


of Boſton had been diſcouraged from a moving thither by Mr. 
Deputy himſelf, and thereupon had, under all their hands, 
petitioned him; according tothe promiſe he had made to them 
when they firſt ſat down with him at Boſton, (viz) that he would 
not remove except they went with him, he would not leave them: 

Upon theſe 
and other ſpeeches to this purpoſe, the miniſters. went apart 
for one hour, then returning, they delivered their opinion, 
that the Governor was in fault for removing his houſe ſo ſud-

Then he demanded of him the ground and 
limits of his authority, whether by the patent or otherwiſe ?

rity than he might by the patent. The deputy replied, that 


then he had no more authority than every aſſiſtant (except 
er to call courts and proceedings for honor and order). 


he Governor anſwered he had more, for the patent making 


him a Governor, gave him whatſoever power belonged to 2 
Governor by common law or the ſtatutes, and defired him to 
. ſhew wherein he had exceeded, &c. Speaking this ſomewhat 
apprehenſively, the deputy began to be in a paſſion, and told 
the Governor that if he was ſo round, he would be round too. 
The Governor bad him be round if he would, ſo the deputy 
roſe up in great paſſion and fury, and the Governor grew very 
hot alſo, ſo as they both fell into bitterneſs, but by mediation 
of the mediators they were both ſoon pacified ; then the depu-

The deputy having made an end, the Zovernor defired the

One Hopkins of Watertown was convicted for ſelling a piece 
and piſtol with powder and ſhot to James Sagamore, for which 
he had ſentence to be whipped and branded on the check. It 
was diſcovered by an Indian one of James's men, upon pro- 
miſe of concealing him, for otherwiſe he was ſure to be killed. 

The miniſters afterward, for an end of the difference be- 
tween the Governor and deputy, ordered that the Governor 
ſhould procure them a miniſter at Newtown, and contribute 
ſome towards his maintenance for a time, or if he could not 
by the ſpring effect that, then to give the deputy towards his 
_ Charges in building there 2ol. The Governor accepted this or- 
der, and promiſed to perform it in one of the kinds. But the 
deputy having received one part of the order, returned the 
ſame to the governor, with his reaſon to Mr. Wilſon, that he 
was ſo well perſuaded of the Governor's love to him and did 
you it ſo much, as if he had given him 100l. inftead of 20l.

One Jenkins late an inhabitant at Dorcheſter, and now re- 

moved to Cape Porpus, went with an Indian up into the coun- 
try with ſtore of goods to truck, and being a ſleep in a wig- 
wam with one of Paſaconamy's men, was killed in the night 
by an Indian, dwelling near the Mohawk country, who made 
away with his goods, but was fetched back by Paſſaconamy's 

company. There was much ſuſpicion that the Indians had 
ſome plot againſt the Engliſh, both for that many Naraganſett 
men, &c. gathered together, who, with thoſe of theſe parts 
pretended to make war upon the Mipſett men, and divers in- 
ſolent ſpeeches were uſed by ſome of them, and they did not 
frequent our houſes as they were wont, and one of their pawa- 
wes told us that there was a conſpiracy to cat us off to get our 
victuals and other ſubſtance. Upon this there was a camp 
- pitched at Boſton in the night, to exerciſe the ſoldiers againſt 
need might be; and Captain Underhill, to try how they would 
behave themſelves, cauſed an alarm to be given upon the 
quarters, which diſcovered the weakneſs of our people, who 
like men amazed, knew not how to behave themſelves, ſo as 
the officers could not draw them into any order.

aroſe in the morning, and then it began to flame out. 
Mr. Jo. Eliot, a member of Boſton congregation, and one 
whom the company intended preſently to call to the office of 
teacher, was called to be a teacher to the company at Roxbury, 
and tho Boſton laboured all they could, both with the congre- 
gation of Roxbury and with Mr. Eliot himſelf, alledging their 
want of him, and the covenant between them &c. yet he could Nov 5. 
not be diverted from accepting the call of Roxbury, ſo he was 
diſmiſſed. About a fortnight before this, thoſe of Charleſ- 
town, who had formerly been joined to Boſton congregation 3 
now in regard of the difficulty of paſſage in the winter, and 
having opportunity of a paſtor,, one Mr. James who came 0-' 
ver at this time, were diſmifſed from the con gregation of BoF-' 
ton.

And now there came 
two men who brought another preſeat of ampeague, the 
deputy brought them to Boſton where moſt of the affiſtants were 
aſſembled by: cccafion of the lecture, who calling to them ſome 
of the miniſters, grew to this treaty with them: That we were 
willing to have friendſhip, &c. but becauſe they had killed 
 ſomeEngliſhmen, viz. Capt. Stone&c. they mult firſt deliver up 
ſuch as were guilty of his death, &c. They anſwered, tliat the 
Sachem who then lived was ſlain by the Dutch, and all the nen 
Who were guilty were dead of the pox, except two, and that ifthey 
were worthy of death, they would move their Sachem to have 
them delivered (for they had no commiſſion to do it) but they 
excuſed the fact, ſaying that Capt. Stone coming into their ri- 
ver, took two of their men and bound them, and made them 
ſmew him the way op the river, which when they had done, he 
with two others and the two Indians (their hand ftill bound) 
went on ſhore, and 9 of their men watched them, and when 
they were on ſhore in the night, they killed them, chen going 
towards the pinnace to have taken that, it ſuddenly blew up 
into the air.

The next day the maſter to pacify his men who were in 


a great tumult, requeſted he might be delivered to him, 


and did undertake to bring him before us again the day 
after, which was granted him, and he brought him to us 


at the time appointed.

5 Mr. Buckly, and Mr. Jones, two Engliſh miniſters, 
appointed this day to gather a church at Newtown, to 
ſettle at Concord. They ſent word three days before, to 
the Governor and Deputy, to defire their preſence, but 
they took it in ill part, aed thought not fit to go, becauſe 
they had not come to them before, to acquaint them with 
their purpoſe. LEY ering 
20 Jo. Gallop with one man more, and two little boys 
comming from Connecticut in a bark of 20 tons, intend- 
ing to put in at Long Iſland to trade, and being near the 
mouth of the harbour, was forced by a ſudden change of 
the wind, to bear up for Block Iſland. or Fiſhers Iſland, ly- 
ing before Naraganſett, where they eſpied a ſmall pin- 
nace, which drawing near unto they found to be Mr. 
Oldham's (an old planter, and a member of Watertown 
' congregation, who had bee long out a trading, having 
with him only two Engliſh boys, and two Indians of Na- 
raganſett) ſo they hailed them, but had no anſwer, and 
the deck was full of Indians (14 in all) and a canoe was 
gone from her full of Indians and goods: whereupon 
they ſuſpected they had killed Jo. Oldham, and the rather 
| becauſe the Indians let ſlip and ſet ſail, being two miles 
from ſhore, and the wind and tide being off the ſhore of 
the Ifland, whereby they drove toward the main at Na- 
raganſett.

——  — and about 40 Indians were ready upon the ſhore to en- 


tertain them with their arrows, which they ſhot off at our 
men, but being armed with croflets, they had no hurt, on- 
ly one was lightly hurt upon his neck, and another near 
his feet. So ſoon as our men were leaped on ſhore, _— 
fled. The Ifland is about ten miles long, and four broad, 
full of ſmall hills, and all overgrown with bruſh wood of 
oak, no good timber on it; ſo as they could not march but 


one file and in the narrow paths. There were two plan- 


tations three miles in ſunder, and about bo wigwams, ſorte 


very large and fair and about 200 acres of corn, fome ga- 


thered and laid on heaps, and the reſt ſtanding, When 
they ſpent two days in ſearching the Ifland and could not 
find the Indians, they burnt the wigwams and all their 
matts and ſome corn, and ſtaved ſeven canoes and depart- 


ed. They could not tell what men they killed, but ſome 
were wounded and carried away by their fellows. .Then 
they went to the mouth of Connecticut where they lay. 
 wind-bound four days, and taking thence 20 men and two 


ſhallops, they ſailed to the Pequot harbour, where an In- 
dian came to them in a canoe, and demanded what they 


were and what they would have, The general told him 
be came from the governor of Maſſachuſetts, to ſpeak 


with their fachems. He told him Saſſacus was gone to 


Long-Iſland. Then he bad him go tell the other ſachems, | 
and ſo hedeparted, and in the mean time our men land- 


ed, but with much danger, if the Indians had made. uſe of 
their advantage, for all the ſhore was high ragged rocks. 
Then the meſſenger returned, and the Indians began to 


gather about our men 'till there were about goo of them, 
and ſome four hours had paſſed while the meſſenger went 
to and fro, bringing ſtill excuſes for the ſachems not com- 


ing; at length the General told the meſſenger and the reft 


of the Indians nęar, the particulars of his commiſſion, and 


ſent him to tei the ſachem if he would not come to him, 


nor vield to thoſe demands, he would fight with them. 


The meſſenger told him the ſachem would meet him, if 
qur men would lay down their arms, as his men ſhould 
their bows, When the General faw they did but dally 
to gain time, he bid them be gone and ſhift for themſelves, 
for tney had dared the- Engliſh to come fight with them, 
and now they were come for that purpoſe. Whereupon 
they all withdrew—Some of our men would have made a 
ſhot at them, but the General would not ſuffer them : but 


when 
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hen hay were gone 'out of muſket ſhot he marched af- 
ter them ſuppoſing they would have ſtood to it a while, 
as they did to the Dutch ; but they all fled and ſhot at 
our men from the thickets and rocks, but did us no harm. 
Two of them our men killed, and hurt others. So they 


marched by to their town and burnt all their wigwams 
and matts, 


next day they went a ſhore on the weſt fide of the river 


and burnt all their wigwams and ſpoiled their canoes, 


and ſo ſet fail and came to the Naraganſatt where they 


landed their men, and the 14th of September they came 
all ſafe to Boſton, which was a marvellous providence of 


' ut their corn being ſtanding, they could not 
ſpoil it. At night they returned to their veſſels, and the

nor any ſick or feeble perſon among them. As they 
came by Naraganſett, Cutſhamakin an Indian who went 


with them for an interpreter, who being armed with a 


croſlet and a piece, had crept into a Swamp and killed a 
Pequot, and having flead off the ſkin of his head, he ſent 


it to Canonicus, who preſently ſent it to all the ſachems 


about him, and returned many thanks to the Engliſh, and 


ſent four fathom of wainpom to Cutſhamakin. 


The ſoldiers who went were all volunteers and had 


only their victuals provided, but demanded no pay. The 
ko voyage came to about 200. The 


whole charge of t 
ſeamen had all wages. 


The Naraganfett men told us after, that 13 of the Pe- 
quots were killed, and 40 wounded; and dut one of 


Block Ifland killed. 


At the laſt general court order was taken to reſtrain 


the trade with the Indians, and the Governor and Coun- 


c il appointed to lett it to farm, for a rent to be paid to 


the treaſliry, 


The inhabitants of Boſton, who had taken their farms - 
and lots at mount Woolla ſton. finding it very burdenſone: 


to have their buſineſs ſo far off, defired to gather a church 


there; many meetings were about it. The great lett was, 


in regard it was given to Boſton for upholding the town 
and church there, which end would be fruſtrated by the 
removal of ſo many chief men as would go thither. For 


helping of this it was propounded that ſuch as dwelt

having fetched every man one ſack full to their boat they 
returned for more, and having loaded themſelves, the 
Indians ſet upon them, ſo they laid down their corn and 
re upon them, and the Indians ſhot arrows at tuhem.

The place was open for the diſtance of muſket ſhot, and 


the Indians kept the covert, ſave when they ran forth a- 


Engliſh put themſelves into a ſingle file, and ſome ten on- 


ly (who had pieces that could reach them) ſhot, and the 


others ſtood ready to keep them from breaking in upon 
our men. So they continued the moſt part of the after- 
noon. Our men killed ſome of them (as they ſuppoſed) 


and hurt others; and they ſhot only one of ours, and he 


was armed, all the reſt being without arms, He was fhot 
thro” the legs. Their arrows were all ſhot compals, fo as 
our men ſtanding ſingle, could eafily ſee and avoid them, 
and one was employed to gather up their arrows; at laſt 


they emptied their ſacks, and retired ſafe to their boat. 
About two days after five men of Say-brook, went up 


the river about four miles to fetch hay in a meadow on 


having five arrows in him (but yet recovered). He who 


was taken was a godly young man, called Butter- 


field (wher2upon the meadow. was named Butterfield 
meadow)—About fourteen days after, ſix of Say-brook 
being ſent to keep the houſe in their cornfield about two

Miantohomoh the ſachem of Naraganſett, being fent 
for by the Governor, came to Boſton with two of Canon- 
icus' ſons and another {achem and near 20 ſanops. Cut- 
ſhamakin gave us notice the day before. The Governor 
{ent 20 muſketteers to meet him at Roxbury ;- he came 

to Boſton about noon. The Governor had called tage- 
ther moſt of the magiſtrates and miniſters, to give coun-- 
| tenance to our proceedings, and to adviſe with them a- 
bout the terms of peace. It was dinner time and the ſachems 
and their council dined by themſelves in the fame room 
where the Governor dined, and their ſanops were ſent to 
the inn. After dinner, Miantonomoh declared what he 
had to ſay to us in propoſitions which were to this effect. 
That they had always laved the Engliſh and defired firm 
peace with us— That they would continue in war with 
the Pequods and their confederates till they were ſub- 
dued, and deſired we ſhould ſo do They would deliver 
our enemies to us, or kill them— That if any of theirs 
ſhould kill our cattle, that we would not kill them, but 
cauſe them to make ſatisfiftion—That they would now 
make a firm peace, and two months hence they would 
ſend us a preſent. The Governor told them they ſhould.

In the morning we met again, and concluded the peace 
upon the articles underwritten, which the Governor ſub- 
ſcribed, and they alſo ſubſcribed with their marks, and 
Cutſhamakin alſo.

The Governor of Plimouth wrote to the Deputy that 
ve had occaſioned a war by provoking the Pequods, and 
no more, and about the peace with the Naraganſetts. 
The Deputy took it ill (as there was reaſon) and returned 
auſwer accordingly, and made it appear, 1. That there 
was as much done as could be ex d, conſidering they 
fled from us, and we could not follow them in our ar- 
mour, neither had any to guide us in their country. 
2. We went not to make war upon them, but to do juſ- 
ſtice &c. and having killed 13 of them for 4 or g which 
they had murdered of us, and deſtroyed 60 wigwams &c. 
we were not much behind with them. 3. They had no 
Cauſe to glory over us when they ſaw that they could not 
ſave their hauſes and corn from fo few of ours. 4. If we 
had left but 100 of them living, thoſe might nave done 
us as much hurt as they have or are likely to do, 5. It 
was very likely they would have taken notice of our ad- 
vantage againſt them, and would have ſitten till, or have 
ſought peace, it God had not deprived them of common 
reaſon.

underſtanding. They cut off his hands and ſent them be- 
fore, and after, cut off his feet, He lived three days at- 
ter his hands were cut off, and themſelves confeſſed that

he was a ſtout man becauſe he cried not in all his tor- 
ture.

A commiſſion was ſent out of the Chancery in England 

to ſome private men here to examine witneſles in a cauſe 

depending here, but nothing was done in it, nor any re-

Two ſhips arrived here from London, and one 2 


week before. They were full of paſſengers, men women 


and children. One of them had been from London 26 
weeks, and between land and land 16 weeks, the other 


two ſomething leſs time, their beer all ſpent and leaked 


out a month be ſore their arrival, ſo as they were forced 
to ſtinking water (and that very ltttle) mixt with ſacke 
or vinegar, and their other proviſions very ſhort and bad, 


yet thro? the great providence of the Lord they came all 


ſafe on ſhore, and moſt of them ſound, and well liking. 
They had continual tempeſts, and when they were near 
the ſhore (being brought two or three days with a ſtrong- 


er caſt wind) the weather was ſo thick all that time that 
they could not make land, and the ſeamen were in great 
perplexity when on a ſudden the fog cleared, ſo as they 


jaw Cape Anne fair on their ſtarboard bow, and preſent- 
ly grew thick again, yet by their compaſs they made their 
harbour. There were aboard that ſhip two godly mini- 
ſters, Mr. Nathaniel Rogers and Mr. Partridge, and many 


good people in that and the other ſhips, and we had pray- 
_ed earneſtly for them, for a ſmall pinnace of go tons 
which came out with them, and was come in three weeks 
beſore, brought us news of their coming. In one of the 
Other ſhips the paſſengers had but 4 pint of drink for a 
day fourteen days together, yet thro' the Lord's mercy 
did all well. One of the ſhips was overſet in the night 


by a ſudden guſt, and lay ſo half an hour, yet righted 


of herſelf. 


Cattle were grown to high rates, a good cow C. 25 or 
£ .30—a pair of bulls or oxen f. 40—Corn was near at 5/, 
the buſhel, and much rie was ſown with the plow this 
year, for about go plows were at work. Board was at 
9 and 10ſ the C.—carpenters at g/ the day and other work 
accordingly.

divers others, denied both, and the queſtion proceeded ſo

the primitive churches goo years after Chriſt, ſq that all 
agreeing in the chief matter of ſubſtance, viz. That the 


Engliſh embafſador had dealt effectually with the Cardi- 


Holy Ghoſt is God, and that he doth dwell in the believ- 


ers, as the father and fon both are ſaid alſo to do, but whe- 


ther by his gifts and power only, or by any other manner 


of preſence, ſceing the ſcripture doth not declare it, it was 
earneſtly deſired that the word perſon _ be forborn, 


being a term of human invention, and tending to doubtful _ 


_ diſputation in this caſe. 


The Governor receiving letters 1: rom his friends in Eng- 
land which neceſſarily required his preſence there, im- 


arted the ſame to the Council and ſome others, and be- 
ing thereupon reſolved of his return into England, called 
a court of deputies, to the end he might have free leave 


of the country &c, They being aſſembled in court, and 


| himſelf declaring the neceſſiry of his departure, and thoſe 
of the council affirming the reaſons to be very urgent,

tho? not fit to be imparted to the whole court, they de- 


fired reſpite to conſider thereof till the morning, when 


one of the aſſiſtants uſing ſome pathetical paſſages of the 
loſs of ſuch a Governor in a time of ſuch danger as did 
hang over us, from the Indians and French, the Govern- 
or brake forth into tears, and profeſſed that howſoever 
the cauſes propounded for his departure were ſuch as did 
concern the utter ruin of his outward eſtate, yet he would 


rather have hazarded all, than have gene from them at 


this time, if ſomething elſe had not preſſed him more, viz. 
the inevitable danger he ſaw of God's judgments to come 
upon us for thoſe differences and diſſenſions * 
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1696. ſaw amongft us, and the ſcandalous imputation brought up- 


on himſel!, as if he ſhould be the cauſe of all; and there- 


ober. fore he thought it beſt for him to give place for a time &c. 


Upon this the court concluded that it would not be fit to 
give way to his departure upon thoſe grounds. Where- 
upon he recalled himſelf, and profeſſed that the reaſons 
coneerning his own eſtate, were ſufficient to his own ſa- 
tisfaction for his departure, and therefore deſired the 
court he might have leave to go. As for the other 
paſlage, it flipped him aut of his paſſion, and not out of 
judgment. Upon this the court conſented filently to his 
departure. Then the queſtion was about ſupply of his 
place. Some were of opinion that it ſhould be executed 
by the deputy, but this ſcruple being caſt in, that if the 
deputy ſhould die, then the government would be vacant, 
and none have power to call any court, or preſide there- 
in &c. it was agreed to call a court of election for a new 
Governor and Deputy, in the caſe the preſent Deputy 
ſhould be choſen Governor, and an order was made (in 
regard of the ſeaſon) that ſuch as wauld, might ſend their 
votes by proxy, in papers ſealed up and delivered to the 
_ deputies, and fo this court was adjourned four days, and 
two days after the court of ele&tion was to aflemble. 
"Theſe things thus paſſed, divers of the congregation of 
Boſton met together, and agreed that they did not appre- 
hend the neceſſity of the Governor's departure upon the 
reaſons alledged, and ſent ſome of them to declare the 
ſame to the court, whereupon the Governor expreſſed 
himſelf to be an obedient child to the church, and there- 
fore notwithſtanding the licence of the court, yet without 
the leave of the church he durſt not ga away. Where- 
upon a great part of the court and country who under- 
Rood thereof, declared their purpoſe to eontinue him ſtill. 
in his place, and therefore ſo ſoon as the day of election 
came, and the country were aſſembled, it was thought the 
beſt way for avoiding trouble &c. not to proceed to elec- 
tion, but to adjourn the court to the great general court in 
May, and fo the court of deputies continued ftill, for the 
other court was not called. © 
At this courc the elders of the churches were called to 
adviſe with them about diſ-continuing and pacifying the 
differences among the churches in points of opinion. 
The Governor having declared the occafion to them, Mr. 
Dudley defired that men would be free and open &c. An- 
other of the magiſtrates ſpake, that it would much further 
the 
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they held different from others, as himſelf would freely ——,—— 


do, in what point ſoever he ſhould be oppoſed. The Go, 
vernor {aid that he would be content to do the like, but 
that he underſtood the miniſters were about it in a church 
way, which he ſpake upon this occafion the miniſters had 
met a little before, and had drawn into heads all the points 
wherein they ſuſpected Mr. Cotton did differ from them, 
and had propounded them to him, and prefſed him to a 


direct anſwer aff: or neg: to every one, which he had 
promiſed and taken time for. This meeting being ſpoken 


of in the court the day before, the Governor took great 


offence at it, as being without his privity, which this day 


Mr. Peters told him as protimely of, with all due rever- 
ence, and how it had ſaddened the miniſters ſpirits that 


he ſhould be jealeus of their meetings, or ſeæm to reſtrain 


their liberty, The Governor exculed his ſpeech as ſud- 


den and upon a miſtake. Mr. Peters told him alſo, that 
within leſs than two years fince the churches were in 
peace. The Govornor anſwered, that the liberty of the 
goſpel! brings a ſword, and the children of the bondwo- 


men would perſecute thoſe of the free woman. Mr. Pe- 
ters alſo beſought him humbly to conſider his haſty and 


ſhort experience in the things of God, and to beware of 


peremptory concluſions, which he perceived him to be 


very apt unto. He declared further, that he had obſerv- 


ed bath in the low countries and here, three principal 
cauſes of new opinions and diviſions thereupon. . 1. 
Pride—new notions lift up the mind &c. 2. Idleneſs. g. 
Mr. Wilſon made a very ſad ſpeech of the condition of 
our churches, and the invoidable danger of ſeparation if 


thoſe differences and alienations among brethren were 
not ſpeedily remedied, and laid the blame upon thoſe new 
Opinions riſen up amongſt us, which all the magiſtrates 
except the Governor and two others did confirm, and all 
the miniſters but two. In this diſcourſe two queſtions 


aroſe about ſanRification. Mr. Cotton in his ſermon that 
day had laid down this ground, that evident ſanctification 
was an evidence of juſtification, and hereupon had taught 
that in caſes of ſpecial deſertion, true defires of ſandtifi- 
cation was found to be ſanctification, and further, if a 
man were laid ſo flat upon the ground as he could ſee no 
defires, but only as a bruiſed reed did wait, at the feet of 


Chriſt, yet here was matter of comfort, for this was found 


to be true The queſtion here grew whether ay o

The next day Mr. Wilſon preached, notwithſtanding, 
and the Lord fo aſſi ſted him as gave great ſatisſaction, and 
the Governor himſelf gave oublic witneſs to him. .One 
of the brethren wrote to Mr. Cotton about it, and laid 
before him divers failings, (as he ſuppoſed) and ſome rea- 
ſons to juſtify Mr. Wilſon, and dealt very plainly with 
him. Mr. Cotton made a very long and gentle anſwer, 
clearing his intentions, and perſiſting in his judgment of 
Mr. Wilſon's offence, laying down divers arguments for 
it.

W. wind forced to put 
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being only Mr. Cotton of one part) did publickly de- 


clare their judgment in ſome of them, ſo as all men's 
mouths were full of them ; and there being a ſhip ready 
to go for England, and many paſſengers in it, Mr. Cot- 
ton took occaſion to ſpeak to them about the differen- 


ces &c. and willed them to tell our countrymen, that all 


the ſtrife amongſt us was about magnifying the grace of 
God ; one part ſeeking to advance the grace of God 
within us, and the other to advance the grace of God 
towards us (meaning by the one juſtification, and by the 
other ſanBakeation) 

there were any among them that would ſtrive for grace, 
they ſhould come hither, and ſo declared ſome particu- 
lars. Mr. Wilſon ſpake after him, and declared that he 
knew none of the elders or brethren ot the churches, but 
did labour to advance the free grace of God in juſtifica- 


tion, ſo far as the word of God required, and ſpake alſo 


about the doctrine of ſanctification, and the uſe and ne- 


ceſſity of it; by occaſion whereof, no man could tell 


(except ſome few who knew the bottom of the matter) 
_ where any difference was: which ſpeech, tho' it offend- 
ed thoſe of Mr. Cotton's part, yet it was very ſeaſonable 
to clear the reſt, who otherwiſe ſhould have been reput- 

ed to have oppoſed free grace. Thus every occaſion in- 


creaſed the contention, and cauſed great alienation of 
minds; and the members of Boſton (frequenting the lec- 


tures of other miniſters) did make much diſturbance by 
public queſtions, and objections to their doctrines which 


did any way diſagree from their opinions. Andit began 


to be as common here to diſtinguiſh between men, by be- 
ing under a covenant of grace or a covenant of works, 
as in other countries between proteſtants and papiſts, 

A man of Weymouth (but not of the church) fell into 
ſome trouble of mind, and in the night cried out. Art 


thou come Lord Jeſus,” and with that leaped out of his 
bed in his ſhirt, and breaking from his wife, leaped out 


at a high window into the ſnow, and ran about ſeven 
miles off, and being tracked in the ſnow, was found dead 
next morning. They might perceive that he had kneel- 
ed down to prayer in divers place.. 

The General Court began. When any matter about 
the new opinions was mentioned, the court was divid- 
ed; yet the greater number far were ſound. They queſ- 


tioned the proceeding againſt Mr. Wilſon, for his ſpeech ' 


in the laſt court, but could not faſten upon ſuch as had 
Q pre- 


and ſo bade them tell them, that if 
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rejudiced him, but by the vote of the greater part, his 
Lack was approved, and declared to have been a {-a- 
ſonable advice, and no charge or accuſation, The mi— 
niſters being called to give advice about the ——— of 
the court in things concerning the churches &c. did all 
agree of theſe two things. 1. That no member of the

he reaſon was, becauſe the court may have ſufficient rea- 
ſon that may excuſe the fin, which = may not be fit to ac- 
quaint the church with, being a ſecret of ſtate. The ſe- 
cond thing was, That in all ſuch hereſies or errors of any 


church member as are manifeſt and dangerous to the ſtate, 
the court may proceed without tarrying for the church, 
but if the opinions be doubtful &c. they are firſt to refer 


them to the church, 
At this court when Mr, Wheelwright was to be queſ- 


tioned for a ſermon which ſeemed to tend to ſedition &c. 


near all the church of Boſton preſented a petition to the 
court for two things. 1. That as freemen they might be 


| x ya in caſes of judicature. 2. That the court would 


declare if they might deal in caſes of conſcience, before the 


church. This was taken as a groundleſs and pre ſump- 
tuous act, eſpecially at this ſeaſon, and was wen thr with 


this anſwer—That the court had never uſed to proceed, 


but it was openly :—but for matter of conſultation and 
preparation in cauſes,they might and would be private. 
One Stephen Green for ſaying that all the miniſters 


except A. B. C. did teach a covenant of works, was 
cenſured to acknowledge his fault in every church, and 


fined 40. 


Mr. Wheelwright one of the members of Boſton, 


maintain ſanctification as an evidence of juſtification &c. 


and called them antichriſtians, and ſtirred the people 


againſt them with much bicterneſs and vehemence. For 
this ne was called before the court, and his ſermon being 
produced, he juſtified it, and confeſſed he did mean all 
that walk in ſuch a way, Whereupon the elders of the 
reſt of the churches were called, and aſked whether they 
in their miniſtry did walk in ſuch a way. They all ac- 
knowledged they did, ſo after much debate, the court 


adjudged him guilty of ſedition, and alſo of contempt, ſor 


that the court had appointed the faſt as a means of recori- 
ciliation

preaching at the laſt faſt, enveighed againſt all that walk- 
ed in a covenant 6f works, as he deſcribed it, viz. ſuch as 
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ciliation of the differences &c. and he purpoſely ſet him- 
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ſelf to kindle and increaſe them. The Governor and. 


ſome, few more who diſſented, tendred a proteſtation, 


which becauſe it wholly juſtified Mr, Wilſon, and con- 


demned the proceedings of the court, was rejected. The 


church of Boſton alſo tendred a petition in his behalf, 


juitifying Mr. Wheelwright's ſermon. The court de- 
ferred ſentence 'till the next court, and adviſed with the 
miniſters whether they might injoin his ſentence. They 
anſwered thit they were not clear in that point, but de- 
fired rather that he might be commended to the church 
of Boſton to take care of him, which accordingly was 
done, and he injoined to appear at the next court. Much 
heat of contention was this court between the oppaſite 
part ſo as it was moved that the next court might be 

opt at Newtown, The Governor refuſed to put it ta 


the vote; the Deputy was loth to do it except the court 
would require him, becauſe he dwelt in Boſton, ſa the 


court put it to Mr. Endicott. 5 
Miantonomoh Kc. ſent 26, with 40 fathom of wam- 
0 and a Pequod's hand. We gave four of the chief 


achems a coat uf igſprice, and deferred to return our 


preſent *till after, according to their manner. 
| Thoſe of Connecticut returned anſwer to our public 
letters, wherein they ſhewed themſelves unſatisfied about 
our former expedition againſt the Pequods, and their ex- 


pectation of a further proſecution of the war, to which 
they offer to ſend men, and ſignify their unprepardneſs 


to declare themſelves in the matter of government, in re- 


gard of their engagement to attend the anſwer of the gen- 


tlemen of Say-brook about the ſame matter. 1 


Capt. Underhill was ſent to Say-brook with 20 men to 
keep the fort, both in reſpect of the Indians, and eſpe- 
cially of the Dutch, who by their ſpeeches and ſupplies 
out of Holland, gave occaſion of ſuſpicion that they had 
ſome deſign upon it. The men were ſent at the charge 
of the gentlemen of Say-brook, and lent by order of the 
council here, for fear any advantage ſhould be taken by 


the adverſe party, thro' the weaknels of the place. 


The church of Concord kept a day of humiliation at 


Newtown, for ordination of their elders, and they choſe 
Mr. Bulkley teacher and Mr. Jones paſtor. Upon a 
queſtion moved by one ſent from the church of Salem, 
it was reſolved by the miniſters there preſent, that ſuch 
as had been miniſters in Englaud, were lawful * 
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by the call of the people there, notwithſtanding their ac- 


hn—— Ccptance of the call of the biſhops &c, (for which they 
humbled themſelves, acknowledging it their fin) but be-

ing come hither, they accounted themſelves no miniſters, 
until they were called by another church, and that upon 
eleftion they were miniſters before they were ſolemnly 
ordained, | 
The Governor and Mr. Cotton, and Mr. Wheelwright 
and the two ruling elders of Boſton, and the reſt of that 
church which were of any note, did none of them come 
to this meeting, The reaſon was conceived to be, be- 
cauſe they accounted theſe as legal preachers, and there- 
fore would not give approbation to their ordination, 
Being about full moon, about 10 of the clock in the 
evening in a clear ſky, a perfect moon was ſeen about a 
{light ſhot Northerly from the true moon. It was ſeen 
ſo about half an hour, and then vaniſhed with dim flaſh- 
ings; it was more dim than the true moon. : 
Mr. Haynes one of our magiſtrates, removed with his 


_ 2amily to Connecticut. We received a letter from him 
and others being then at Say-brook, that the N had 
been up the river at Wethersfield, and had kille 


ſix men, 
being at their work, and 20 cows and a mare, and had 


killed three women, and carried away two maids.- 


Mr. Winſlow was ſent from the Governor and Coun- 


cil of Plimouth to treat with us about joining againſt the 


Pequods. He fignified firſt their willingneſs to aid us, 
but that they could not do any; thing 'till their general 


court, which was not 'till the firſt tueſday in the 4th 


month, Then he made ſome objeftions, as 1. Our refu- 


fal to aid them againſt the French, 2. Our people's 


trading at Kenebeck. g. The injury offered them at 


 ConneRiicut by thoſe of Windſor in taking away their 


land there. 4. Their own poverty and our ability which 


needed not any help from them. To this anſwer was 


made by our Governor and Deputy, That 1. we did not 


_ defire them to afford aid unto us, but to join againſt the 


common enemy, who if he were not ſubdued, would prove 
as dangerous to them as to us, and he prevailing, would 
cauſe all the Indians in the country to join to root out 
all the Engliſh, 2. For our refuſal to aid them againſt 
the French, the caſe was not alike, for it was their pri- 
vate quarrel, and they were ſuppoſed to have commiſſion 
from the King of France, and we thought it no wiſdom. 
for us to engage ourſelves in a war with the King of 

France.

France. For our people's trading at Kenebeck we an- 
ſwered, That we gave no allowance to it, nor had we . 
heard of more than a boat or two that had been there. 
For the injury done them at Connecticut, we had dealt 
with them to give ſatisfaction, but it was not in our pow- 
er to do them juſtice in it. They alledg'd alſo that this 
war did not concern them, ſeeing the Pequods had not 
killed any of theirs. We anſwered, that Capt. Stone &c, 
for which this war was begun, were none four neither. 
They alledged further, that in our firſt undertaking, they 
were not acquainted with it *till two or three days before 
our forces were to go forth. We anſwered, we intended 
at the firſt to ſend only to Block Iſland, and fer that we 
thought it not needful to trouble them, and our ſending. 
them thence to the Pequods, was with hope to draw them 
to parley, and ſo to ſome quiet end. We concluded to 
write further to them from our next court. And where- 
as they propounded to have us promiſe to aid them in all 
their occaſions &c. we anſwered, That ſeeing when we 
no treated with them about joining with us, they were 
at liberty and might withold, except they ſaw reaſon to 
move them, ſo we deſired to be left free, that we might 
judge of the reaſon of any ſuch eccaſion as might fall out. 
According hereunto we wrote to them the 20th of the 3d 
month, and gave them ſome conſiderations why they 
ſhould join with us. As 1. Becauſe if we ſhould be over- 
come, it would coſt them more to help us, and be leſs ac- 
ceptable. 2. If we ſhould prevail without them, it would 
occaſion ill thoughts in our people towards theirs &c. ſa 

we left it to them. — . 
Our court of elections was at Newtown. So ſoon as 
the court was ſet, being about one of the clock, a petiton 
was preferred by thoſe of Boſton, The Governor would 
have read it, but the Deputy ſaid it was out of order, it 
was a court of elections, and thoſe muſt firſt be diſpatch- 
ed.and then theirpetitions ſhould be heard. Divers others 
alſo oppoſed that courſe as an ill precedent, and the peti- 
tion being about pretence of liberty &c. (tho? intended 

chiefly for akin the ſentence given againſt Mr, 
Wheelwright) would have ſpent all the day in debate, 
but yet the Governor and thoſe of that party woula not 
proceed to election, except the petition were read. Much 
time was already ſpent about this debate, and the 4 * 
crying out for election, it was moved by the Deputy that 
the people ſhould divide themſelves, and the — 
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1637. ber muſt carry it, and ſo it was done, and the greater num- 
ber by much were for election. But the Governor and 
Mo. g. that fide kept their place ſtill, and would not proceed, 
Whereupon the Deputy told him, that if he would not 

go to election, he and the reſt of that fide would proceed. 
Upon that he came from his company and they went ta 
election, and Mr. Winthrop was choſen Governor, Mr. 
Dudley Deputy, and Mr. Endicott of the ſtanding coun- 
cil. and Mr. Iſrael Stoughton and Mr. Richard Salton- 
ſtall were called in to be aſſiſtants, and Mr. Vane. Mr. 
Coddington and Mr. Dummer (being all of the faction) 
were left quite out. There was great danger of a tumult 
that day. for thoſe of that ſide grew into fierce ſpeeches, 
and ſome lid hands on others, but ſeeing themſelves too 
weak, they grew quiet, They expected a great advan- 
tage that day, becauſe the remote towns were allowed to 
come in by proxy. but it fell out that there were enough 
beſide. But if it had been otherwiſe, they muſt have put 
in their deputies as other towns had done, for all matters 
beſide elections. Boſton having deferred to chooſe de- 
puties *till the elect'on was paſſed, went home that night, 
and the next morning they ſent Mr. Vane the late Go- 
vernor and Mr. Coddington and Mr. Hoffe for their de- 
puties, but the court being grieved at it, found a means 
to ſend them home again, for that two of the freemen of 
Boſton had nat notice of the election. So they went all 
home, and the next morning they returned the ſame gen- 
tlemen again upon a new choice, and the court not find- 
ing how they might reject them, they were admitted. 
Upon the election of the new Governor, the ſerjeants 
which had attended the old Governor tg the court (be- 
ing all Boſton men, where the new Governor alſo dwelt) 
laid down their halberds and went home; and whereas 
they had been wont to attend the former Governor to 
and from the meetings on the Lord's days, they gave over 
now, ſo as the new Governor was fain to uſe his own 
ſervants to carry two halberds before him, whereas the 
former Governor had never leſs than four. 
Divers writings were now publiſhed about theſe differ- 
ences. Among the reſt the magiſtrates ſent forth an 
apology to juſtify the ſentence of the court againſt Mr. 
Wheelwright, which the adverſe party had much oppoſ- 
ed and ſpoken evil of, and did alfo ſet forth a remon- 
2 Rrance to that end, in which they did not deal fairly, 
| for in abreviating Mr. Wheelwright his ſermon, Oy 
clear 
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clear altered both the words and the meaning of ſuch 


paſſages in it whereat the offence was taken, and which —

were the ground of the court's ſentence, Mr. Wheel- Mo. 3. 


wright alſo himſelf ſet forth a ſmall treatiſe about the 
principal doQrine of his ſermon, viz. about the Covenant 
of Grace, which was alſo differing from his ſermon. The 


other miniſters alſo ſet out an anſwer to his ſermon, con- 


futing the ſame by many ſtrong arguments. Mr. Cotton 
alſo replied to their anſwer very largely, and ſtated the 


differences in a very narrow ſkantling ; and Mr Shepherd 


reaching at the day of election, brought them yet nearer, 
fo as, except men of good underſtanding, and ſuch as 
knew the bottom of the tenets of thoſe of the other patty, 


few could ſee where, the difference was, and indeed it 


ſeemed ſo ſmall as (if men's affections had not been for- 


merly alienated when the differences were formerly ſtat- 
ed as fundamental) they might eaſily have come to recon- 


ciliation. For in theſe particulars they agreed. 1. That 
Juſtification and ſanRification were both together in time, 


2, That a man muſt know himſelf to be juſtified, before 


he can know himſelf to be ſanctified. g. That the ſpirit 


never witneſſeth juſtification without a wonder and a 
work. The difference was, whether the firſt aſſurance 


be by an abſolute promiſe always, and not by a condi- 
tional alſo, and whether a man could have any true aſ- 
ſurance without fight of ſome ſuch work in his ſoul, as 
no hypocrite could attain unto, 5 5 

At the court Mr. Wheelwright, according as he was 
injoined, did appear, but becauſe a general day of humi- 


liation was appointed, and it was agreed that all the 


churhes ſhould chooſe certain men to meet and confer a- 
bout the differences, the court gave him reſpite to the 
next ſeſhon, which was appointed the firſt tueſday in Au- 


guſt, to bethink himſelf, that retracting and reforming his 


error, the court might ſhew him favor, which otherwiſe 
he muſt not expect. His anſwer was, that if he had com- 
' mitted ſedition, then he ought to be put to death, and if 


we did mean to proceed againſt him, he meant to appeal 


to the King's court for he could retract nothing. The 
court told him that they were clear in the juſtice of their 
proceedings, and ſhould judge of his offence as they had 
done, if it were to do again, but if upon the conference 
among the churches, the Lord ſhould diſcover any further 


light to them than as yet they had ſeen, they ſhould glad- 


ly embrace it.

Having received intelligence from Miantonomoh, that 
the Pequods had ſent their women and children to an If- 
land for their ſafety, we preſently ſent away 40 men by 
land to the Naraganſetts, and there to take in Mianto- 
nomoh (and he offered to ſend 16 men with us) and ſoin 
the night to ſet upon them. We alſo provided to ſend 
160 more after them to proſecute the war; and Mr, 


Stoughton one of the magiſtrates was ſent with them, 
and Mr, Wilſon the paſtor of Boſton. Theſe two were 


choſen thus in the open court. Three magiſtrates were 
ſet apart, and one was deſigned by a lot: alſo the elders 


ſet apart two, and a lot was caſt between them in a ſolemn 


ublic invocation of the name of God, 
By letters from Mr. Williams we were certified (which | 
the next day was confirmed by ſome who came from Say- 


they took alive, whom the Engliſh put to torture, and 


ſet all their heads upon the fort. The reaſon was becauſe 


they had tortured ſuch of our men as they took alive. 
The Dutch Governor ſent a ſloop to Pequod to redeem 
the two Engliſh maids by what means ſoever, tho' it were 


with breach of their peace with Pequods.. The ſloop of- 
fer'd largely for their ranſom. but nothing would be ae- 
cepted, ſo the Dutch having many Pequods aboard, ſtayed 
fix of them (the reſt leaped , 
deemed the two maids who had been well uſed by the Pe-

The former Governor and Mr. Coddington, being diſ- 


_ contented that the people had left them out of all public 


ſervice. gave further proof of it in the congregation, for 
they refuſed to ſet in the magiſtrates ſeat, where Mr. Vane 


bad always fitten from his firſt arrival, and went and ſet 


with the deacons, altho' the Governor ſent to defire them 
to come in to him ; and upon the day of the general faſt 
they went from Boſton to keep the day at the Mount 


with Mr. Wheelwright.

the former voluntarily, in reſpe& of his perſon, net his 
r + To which it was anſwered that there was a dou- 
ble error.

The country taking notice of this, offered to ſend in ſome

break of the day, after two hours fight they took it by 


firing it, and flew therein two chief ſachems and i 50 fight- 


ing men, and abdaut 10 old men, women and children, 


with the loſs. of two Engliſh killed by the enemy. Di- 


vers of the Indian friends were hurt by the Pequods. 
The ſtery is more fully deſcribed in the next leaf, 
Preſently: upon this came news from the Naraganſett, 


that all the Engliſh and 200 of the Indians were cut off in 
their retreat, for want of powder and victuals. Three 
days after, this wits confirmed by a poſt from Plimouth, 


with ſuch probable circumſtances, as it was generally be- 
lieved. But three days after, Mr. Williams having gone 
to the Naraganſett to diſcover the truth, found them 
mourning, as being confident of it; but that night ſome 
came from the army, and aſſured them all was well, and 


that all the Pequods were fled and had forſaken [their fort. 


The general defeat of the Pequods at Miſtick happened 


the day after the general faſt. b 
Two ſhips arrived here * of England, Mr. Pierce

| Upon our Governor's letter to Plimouth our friends

Naraganſetts (who would not receive them till they had 
ſent to know our mind), the Governor and Couneil 
thought it needleſs, to ſend ſo many men, and therefore 
ſent out word only for ene half of the 200, but ſome of the 


People liked not of it, and came to the Governor to have. 
all fent. He took it ill, and tho' three of the miniſters 
came with them to debate the matter, he told them that 


if any one, diſcovering an error in the proceedings of the 


would bring authority into cont . This they took 


excuſed their intentions ; fo it was 


to meet us at the firſt. 


There was a day of thankſgiving kept in all the church- 

es for the victory obtained againſt the Pequods and for 
other mercies. About this time came home a ſmall pin- 
nace of go tons which had been forth eight months and 


was given for loſt. She went to the Bermuda, 'but by 


continual tempeſts was kept from hence, and forced to 
bear up for the Weſt-Indies, and being in great diſtreſs; 
arrived at Hiſpaniola, and not daring to go into any in- 


habited place there, but to go on ſhore iff obſcure places, 


and lived of turtles and eggs & c. At laſt they were forc- 
ed into a harbour where lay a French man of war with 


his prize, and had ſurely made prize of them alſo, but 
that the providence of God fo 8 as the Captain, 
one Peter fore, had lived at Piſcat: and knew the mer- 


chant of our bark, one Mr. Gibbons Whereupon he 


uted them courteouſly, and for ſuch commodities as ſhe 


carried, furniſhed her with tallow and hides, and ſent

bome with her his prize, which he ' ſold 


which he gave the Governor, * 

Three ſhips arrived here from Ipſwich with 360 paſs 
* ſengers. The laſt being loth to come to anchor at Caſtle 
Iſland, tho“ hailed by the Caſtle boat, and gequired, the 
gunner made a ſhot, intending to ſhoot before her for a 
warning, but the powder in her touch hole being wet and 
the ſhip having freſh way with the wind and tide, the 
ſhot took place in the ſhrouds and killed a paſſenger an 
honeſt man. The next day the Governor charged an 
inqueſt, and ſent them aboard with two of the magiſtrates 

(ops of them being deputed coroner) to take view of the 
dead body, who upon hearing all the evidences, found 
that he came to his death by the prouzdence of God. 


The Governor went te Sagus and®to Salem and to Ips- 


wich, at all which places the men of the towns met him 
and guarded him from town to town od not deſired nor 
expected by him) to ſhew their refpect to their Governor, 
alſo for his ſafety, in regard it was reported the Pe- 
quods were come this way. He returned again the 28th, 
being forced to travel all the night by reaſon of the heat, 
which was ſo extreme, as divers of thoſe who were new

lowed them for four months. This was taken very ill by 
thoſe of the other party, and many hot ſpeeches given 


forth about it, and about theit removal &c. 3 
Mr. Stoughton with about 80 of the Engliſh, whereof 
Mr. Ludlow, Capt. Maſon, and of Connetticut were 
part, ſailed to the weſt in purſuit of Saſacus &c. at Quin- 
,epiack they killed fix and took two. At a head of 
land a little ſhort they beheaded two ſachems ; whereup-

ed to yield, and life was offered to all that had not ſhed 


and then ſome, till about 200 women and children were 
come out, and amongſt them the ſachem of the place, and

thus they kept us two hours *till night was come on, and 


then the men told us they would fight it out, and ſo they 


did all the night, coming up behind the buſhes very near 


our men, and ſhot many arrows into their hats, ſleves and

Mrs. Hutchinſon had recalled all, and that he intended 
to have it taken up and viewed, ſhe made this report of 
it, viz. It was a woman child ſtill born, about two months 
before the juſt time, having life a few hours before. It 
came hiplings till ſhe turned it, It was of ordinary big- 
neſs—it had a face, but no head, and the ears ſtood upon 
the ſhoulders and were like an ape's. It had no forehead, 
but over the eyes four horns hard and ſharp; two of 
them were about one inch long, the other two ſhorter— 
the eyes ſtanding out and the mouth alſo—the noſe hook - 
ed upwards—all over the breaſt and back full of ſharp 
pricks and ſcales like a thornback.—The navel and all 
the belly with the diſtinction of the ſex, were where the 
back ſhould be, and the back and hips before where the 
belly ſhould have been. Behind between the ſhoulders 
it had two mouths, and in each of them a piece of red 
fleſh ſticking out. It had arms and legs as other chil- 
dren, but inſtead of toes it had on each foot three claws 
like a young fowl with ſharp talons, 5 
The Governor ſpeaking with Mr. Cotton about it, he 
told him the reaſon why he adviſed them to conceal it. 
1. Becauſe he ſaw a providence of God in it, that the reſt 
of the women which were coming and going in the time 
of travail ſhould then be abſent. 2. He conſidered that 
if it had been his own caſe he ſhould have defired to have 
had it concealed, 3. He had known other monſtrous 
births which had been concealed, and that he thought 
God might intend only the inſtruction of the parents and 
ſuch other to whom it was ſhown &c. The like apology 
he made for himſelf in public which was well accepted. 
The Governor, with advice of ſome other of the magiſ- 
trates and of the elders of Boſton, cauſed the ſaid monſter 
to be taken up, and tho? it were much corrupted, yet moſt - 
of theſe things were to be ſeen, as the horns and claws, 
the ſcales &c. When it died in the mother's body (which 
was about two hours before tne birth) the bed Wheieon 
the mother lay did ſhake, and withal there was ſuch a 
noiſome ſavour as moſt of the women were taken with 
convulfions (which they never had before nor after) and 
ſo were ſent for home, ſo as by theſe occaſions it came to 
be concealed.

ſhe grew into great ſuſpicioa to be a witch, for it was 


credibly reported that when ſhe gave any medicines (for 
the prattiſed phyſic) ſhe would aſk the patient if ſhe did 
believe ſhe could help her &c. . 

Another obſervable paſſage was, that the father of this 
monſter coming home at this very time, was the next

errors, as for denying all inherent righteouſneſs &c.

Ov ſamekin the ſachem of Acooemeck on this fide Con- 


neQicut, came to the Governor and brought a projent of 


eighteen ſkins of beaver from himſelf and the ſachems of 
Mohegan beyond Connecticut, and Pakontuckett. The 


occaſion was, (as he ſaid) it was reported that we were 


angry with him, and intended to war upon them, ſo they 
came to ſeek peace, The Governor 1eceived the preſent, 
and having none of the other magiſtrates at hand to ad- 


viſe with, anſwered them, that if they had done no wrong 


to the Engliſh, nor aided our enemies, we would be 


at peace with them, and accoiding ſignified ſo much to 
the magiſtrates at Connecticut. They took this anſwer 
well, and departed with the letter. | 
This was a very hard winter. The ſnow lay from 
Nov. 4th. to March 23d. one and an half yard deep about 
the Maſſachuſetts, and a yard deep beyond Merrimack, 
and ſo the more North the deeper, and the ſpring was 
very backward. This day it did ſnow two hours together 


(after much rain from N. Eaſt) with flakes as great as 


ſhillings. This was in the year 1637.

Many ſhips arrived this year with people of good qua- 
lity and eftate, notwithſtanding the councils order that 
none ſhould come without the King's licence, but God 
fo wrought that ſome obtained, and others came away 


without. The troubles which aroſe in Scotland 


about the book of common prayer, and the canons which 
the King would have forced upon the Scotch churches, 
did ſo take up the King and council that they had neither 
heart nor leiſure to look after the affairs of New-Eng- 


land, yet upon report of the many thouſands which were 


preparing to come away, the archbiſhops cauſed all ſhips 


to be ſtaved. but upon the petition of the maſters, and 


ſuggeſtion of the great danger it would be to the com- 
monwealth in hindering the Newfoundland trade, which 

brought in much money &c. they were preſently releaſ- 
ed, and in this and other paſlages it plainly appeared that 


near all the Lords of the council did favor this planta- 


tion, and all the officers of the cuſtom houſe were very 
ready to further it, for they never made ſearch of an 
goods &c. uti let men bring what they would without 
queſtion or controul, for fince the Lords avowed their 
party &c. they and others who favored not religion were 


amazed to ſee men of all conditions, rich and poor, ſer- 
vants and others, offering themſelves ſo readily for New-

England, when for furniſhing of other plantations they 
were forced to ſend about their ſtalls, and when they 


had gotten any they were forced to keep them as priſoners

It flowed twice in fix hours, and about Naraganſett it

Four ſervants of Plimouth ran from their maſters, and 
coming to Providence, they killed an indian, He eſca 
ed after he was deadly wounded in the belly and got to 
other indians, ſo being diſcovered they fled and were 
taken at the Iſle Aquiday. Mr. Williams gave notice to 
the Governor of Maſſachuſetts and defred advice, He 
returned anſwer, that ſeeing they were of Plimouth they 
| ſhould certify Plimouth of them, and if they would ſend 
for them to deliver them, otherwiſe, ſeeing no Engliſh- 
man had jurisdictiction in the place where the murder 
was committed, neither had they at the Hland any Gov- 
ernor eſtabliſhed, it would be ſafeſt to deliver the prin- 
cipal (who was certainly known to have killed the party) 
to the Indians his friends, with caution that they ſhould 
not put him to torture, and to keep the other three to 
further conſideration.

That 
which led thoſe of the council to yield to this defire of 
the deputies was, becauſe it concerned themſelves, and 


they did more ſtudy to remove thoſe jealouſies out of the 


people's heads, than to preſerve any power or dignity to 
themſelves above others, for 'till this court theſe of the 
council, viz. Mr. Endicott, had ſtood and executed as a 
magiſtrate without any annual election, and ſo they had 
been reported by the elders and all the people till this 
preſent. But the order was drawn up in this form that 
1t might be of leſs obſervation, and freeer from any note 


of injury to make this alteration rather by way of explana- 


tion. of the fundamental order, than without any cauſe 


 ſhewn to repeal that which had been eſtabliſhed by ſeri- 


ous advice of the elders, and had been in practice two or 


be obſerved ho ſtrictly the people would feem to ſtick 


to their patent where they think it makes for their advan- 


tage, but are content to decline it where it will not warrant 
ſuch liberties as they have taken up without warrant from 


thence, as appears in their ſtrife for three deputjes &c.

At the general court at Boſton one Mr. Nathaniel Ea- 
ton brother to the magiſtrate at Quilipiack, was convent- 


ſchoolmaſter and had many ſcholars the ſons of gentle- 
men and others of beſt note in the country, and had en- 
tertained one Nathaniel Briſtoe, a gentleman born, to be 
his uſher, and to do ſome other things for him which 
might not be unfit for a ſcholar. He had not been with 
him above three days but he fell out with him for a very 
ſmall occaſion, — with reproachful terms diſcharged 
him, and turned him out of his doors: but it being then 
about 8; of the clock after the ſabbath, he told him he 
ſhould ſtay till next morning, and ſome words growing 
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detween them, he ſtruck him and pulled, him into his 
houſe; Briſtoe defended himſelf and cloſed with him, « 
4 and being parted he came in and went up to his chamber 
to lodge there. Mr. Eaton ſent for the conſtable, who 
adviſed him firſt to admoniſh him &c. and if he could 
not by the power of a maſter reform him, then he ſhould 
complain to the magiſtrate. But he cauſed his man to 
fetch him a cudgel, which was a walnut tree plant, big 
enough to have killed a horſe, and a yard in length, and 
taking his two men with him, he went up to Briſtoe, 
and cauſed his men to hold himytill he had given him 
two hundred ſtripes about the head and ſhoulders &c. 
and ſo kept him under blows, with ſome two or three 
ſhort intermiſhons, about the ſpace of two hours, about

kept a ſhop in Boſton, was notoriouſly above others ob- 


ſerved and complained of, and being convented he was 
charged with many particulars. In ſome, for taking a-

ence, and ſome things above two for one, and — 
ereof convitt (as appears by the records) he was fin 
£F 200—which came thus to paſs. The deputies conſider- 


ed a part of his fine and ſet it at £ 200,—the magiſtrates - 


agreed but to £100—ſo the court being divided, at length 
it was agreed that his fine ſhould be ¶ 200. but he ſhould 


pay but F 100. and the other ſhould be reſpited to the 
133 conſideration of the next general court. By this 
means the magiſtrates and deputies were brought to an 
accord which otherwife had not been likely, and ſo much 


trouble might have grown, and the offenders eſcaped cen- 
ſure.

clared ſuch deteſtation of the corrupt praftice of this

When the church met, the 
matter was debated to and fro, and grew at length to 
ſome earneſtneſs, but after Mr. Cotton had cleared it up 
to them that the removing it to the green would be a 
damage to ſuch as dwelt by the market, who had there 
purchaſed and built at great charge, but it would be no 
damage to the moſt to have it by the market place, and 
tho ſome remained ftilÞ in their opinion that the green 
were the fitter place, yet for peace ſake they yielded to 
the reſt by keeping filence while it paſſed. This good 
| providence and over ruling hand of God cauſed much 
admiration and acknowledgment of ſpecial mercy to the 
church, eſpecially confidering how long the like conten- 
tion had held in ſome other churches, and which with- 
out difficulty they had been accorded, \ 
At the court of aſſiſtants one Marmaduke Perry of 
Salem was arraigned for the death of one his 
apprentice. The | ag inqueſt found the bill for mur- 
der; the jury of life and death could not agree, fo they 
were adjourned to the next court, and Perry was let to 
bail by the Governor and ſome other of the magiſtrates, 
after the court. At the court in 10ber. the priſoner ap- 
peared, and the jury baing called, had further evidence 
given them Which tended to the clearing of Perry, yet 
two of the jury diſſented from the reſt who were all agreed 
to acquit him. In the end it had this iſſue, that theſe two 
were ſilent and ſo the verdi& was received. The cauſe 
was this. The boy was ill diſpoſed and his maſter gave 
him unreaſonable correction and uſed him ill in his diet. 
After the boy got a bruiſe on his head, ſo as there appear- 
ed a fracture in his ſcull, being diſſected after his death.

At the general court the inhabitants of the upper part 


of Piſcat: viz. Dover &c. had written to the Governor 


to offer themſelves to come under our government. An- 
ſwer was returned them, that if they ſent two or three of 


their company with full commiſſion under all their hands 
to conclude &c. it was like the court would agree to 
their propoſitions, and now at this court came three with 


commiſſion to agree upon certain articles annexed to 
their commiſſion, which being read, the court appointed 
three to treat with them, but their articles being not rea- 
ſonable, they ſtood not upon them but confeſſed that they 


had abſolute commiſhon to conclude by their diſcretion, 


whereupon the treaty was brought to a concluſion to this 


effect, That they ſhould fare as Ipſwich and Salem, and 


have courty there &c. as by copy of the agreement re- 


maining with the records doth appear. This was ratifi- 
ed under a public ſeal and ſo delivered to them, only 


they deſired a promiſe from the court, that if the people 
did not afſent to it (which yet they had no fear of) they

ver had made, they repented themſelves and wrote to the

At this court there fell out ſome conteſtation betwcen 


the Governor and the treaſurer.

there, The Governor replied that it was his place to 18g.

than I: at which the Governor took offence, as at an 
injury done to his place, and appealed to the court to de- 
glare whether be might not injoin any of the magiſtrates 
blence, if he ſaw cauſe. The Deputy Governor, at firſt 


apprehenſion, gainſaid it, but preſently both himſelf and 


the reſt of the magiſtrates (for the Yeputics were without 
ſtay ing till the cauſe ſhoyld be ended) did agree that he 
might ſa de for a particular time, and if the party fo en- 


joined filence were unſatisfied, he might appeal to the 


whole court, who might give him liberty to ſpeak, tho” 
the Governor had reſtrained him. So the Gevernor 
preſſed it no further, yet expected that the court would 


not have ſuffered ſuch a public affront to the Governor | 


to have paſſed without duo reproof &c.

The people had long defired a body of laws, and 


thought their condition very unſafe while ſo much po w- 


Er reſted in the diſcretion of magiſtrates. Divers at- 
tempts had been made at former courts, and the matter 


referred to ſome of the magiſtrates and tome of the elders, 


but ſtill it came to no effect, for being committed to the 
Eare of many, whatſoever was done by fome, was {till dif- 
liked or negletcted by others, At laſt it was referred to 
Mr. Cotton and Mr. Nathaniel Warde &c. and each of 


them framed a model which were preſented, to this ge- 
neral court, and by them committed to the Governor and 


Deputy and ſome others to confider of, and ſo prepare 
it for the court in the gd month next. Two great rea- 


ſons there were which cauſed moſt of the magiſtrates and 


fome of the elders not to be very forward in this matter. 
One was want of ſufficient experience of the nature and 


" diſpofition of the people conſidered with the condition 
of the country and other circumſtances, which made 


them conceive that ſuch laws would be fitteſt for us 


Which ſhould arife pro rei natura upon occaſions &c, and 


ſo the laws of England and other ſtates grew, and there- 
fore the fundamental laws of England are called cuftos 


conſuetuſdinis.

have done) but carrying themſelves lovingly and helpful- 
ly upon all occaſions, the Lord brought about the hearts 
of all the people to love and eſteem them more than ever 
| before, and all breeches were made up. and the church 
was ſaved from ruin beyond all ex pectation: which 9 
could hardly have been, in human reaſon, if theſe two 
bad not been guided by the Lord to that moderation ce. 
and the church to manifeſt their hearty affection to the 
Governor upon occaſion of ſome ſtreight he was brought 
into thro” his bailiffs unfaithfulneſs, ſent him 200.

Mr. Ez: Rogers, of whoſe gathering a church in Eng- 
land, mention was made before, being now ſettled with

There were fo many lectures now in the country, and 
many poor perſons would uſually reſort to two or three 
in the week, to the great negle& of their affairs, and da-

Churches held till night, and ſometimes within the night,

Salem, did not meet, and thoſe in the bay, when they, 
met with the magiſtrates &c. at Boſton, expreſſed much 
diſlike of ſuch a courſe, alledging their tenderneſs of the 


church's liberties, as if ſuch a precedent might enthrall 
them to the civil power, and as if it would caſt a blemiſh 


upon the elders, which would remain to poſterity, that 


bo 5a need to be regulated by the civil magiſtrates, 


and alſo raiſe an ill ſavor of the people's coldneſs that 
would complain of much preaching &c.—when as liber- 
ty for the ordinances was the main end (propoſed) of our 
coming hither. To which it was anſwered. 1. That

The Governor gave him notice thereof, and ber 
ing brought to a better judgment by further confideration 
and more experience, he ſaw the wrong he had done us, 
and was deeply humbled for it, and wrote to the Gov- 
ernor to that effect, and deſired a ſafe conduct that he 
might come into the Bay to give ſatisfation &c. for he 
could have no reſt in his ſpirit 'till &c. which being ſent 
him under the -Governor his hand, with conſent of the 
council, and upon a lecture day at Boſton moſt of the 
magiſtrates and elders in the bay being there aſſembled, 
ke made a very free and full confeſſion of his offence with 
much aggravation againſt himſelf,as the afſembly were well 
ſatisfied. He wrote alſo a letter to the ſame effeR to his ſaid 
1 b friends in England, which he left with the —_ to 
de ſent to them. 5 5 * 71 
Capt. Underhill alſo being ſtruck with horror and re- 
morſe for his offences, both againſt the church and civil 
ſtate, could have no reſt till he had obtained a ſafe con- 
dutt to come and give ſatis faction; and accordingly at a 
lecture at Boſton (it being then the court time) he made 
a public confeſſion both of his living in adultery with 
Ffabers wife (upon ſuſpicion whereof the church had 
beſore admoniſhed him) and attempting the like with an- 
| other woman, and alſo the injury he had done to our 
ſtate &c. and acknowledged the juſtice of the court in 
their proceeding againſt him. Yet all his confeſſions 
were mixed with ſuch excuſes and extenuations, as did 
not give ſatisfaction of the truth of his repentenee, ſo as it 
| ſeemed to be done rather out of policy and to pacify the 
'- _ Ring of his conſcience, than in ſincerity : but however 
his offences being ſo foul and ſcandalous, the church pre- 
ſently caſt him out, which cenſure he ſeemed to ſubmit 
unto: and for the time he ſtaid in Boſton (being four 
or five days) he was very much deje&ed &c. but being 
gone back he ſoon recovered his ſpirits again, or at leaſt 
gave not that proof of a broken heart as he gave hope of 
at Boſton. For, to ingratiate himſelf with the ſtate of 
England and with ſome gentlemen at the river's mouth 
who were very zealous that way, and had lately ſet up 
common prayer &c. he ſent 19 men armed to Exeter to 
fetch one Gab. Fiſh who was detained in the officers 
hands for ſpeaking againſt the King (the magiſtrates of 
Exeter being then in the bay to take advice what to do 
with him; ) and beſides, when the church and people of 
Dover deſired him to forbear to come to the next court 
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*ill they had confidered of his caſe, and he had promiſed 
ſo to do, yet hearing that they were conſulting to remove 
him from his government, he could not refrain, but came 
and took his place in the court, and tho' he had offered 
to lay down his place, yet when he ſaw they went about 


it, he grew paſſionate, and expoſtulated with them, and 


would not ſtay to receive his diſmiſſion, nor would be 
ſeen to accept it when it was ſent after him. Yet they 
proceeded and choſe one Roberts to be preſident of the 
coutt, and ſoon after they returned back Fiſh to Exeter, 
which was conſiderately done, for it had been a danger- 
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ous precedent againſt them, being a- weak plantation, if 


the commiſſioners from the lords of the council, who 
were daily expected, ſhould have taken occahon to have 
done the like by them, tho' they held themſelves to be 


out of that province which. was granted to Sir Ferdinand 


Gorges. Beſides: this, in the open court he committed 
one of his fellow magiſtrates for riſing up and ſaying he 
would not ſet with an adulterer &c.

It came over by divers letters and reports that the Lord

| The Governor alſo wrote to the Lord Say about the 
report aforeſaid, and therein ſhewed his lordſhip how evi- 


dient it was that God had choſen this country to plant his 
people in, and therefore how diſpleaſing it would be to 
the Lord, and dangerous to himſelf to binder this work, 
or to diſcourage men from ſupplying us, by abaſing the 


oodneſs of the country which he never ſaw, and per- 


uading men that there was no poſſibility of ſubfiſtence— 
Whereas there was a ſure ground for his children's faith, 


that being ſent hither by him, either he ſaw that the land 
was a good land and ſufficient to maintain them, or elſe 
he intended to make it ſuch &c. To this letter his lord- 
ſhip returned anſwer, not denying that which was re-

which he kindly and thankfully accepted, concurrin 

with them in their motion, and expreſſing his unfeigned

There was forme rumour of the indians plotting miſ- Mo. 7.

_ ernor of Plimouth Mr. Brodford, wrote a letter ta this 
__effeR,, that he was informed, and did believe it, that the 
Naraganſett ſachem Miantunomoh had ſent a great pro- 
ſent of wampom to the Mohawks to aid him againſt the 
engliſh, and that it was accepted and aid promiſed. The 
like news was brought by Mr. Haynes one of the magt(- 
trates upon ConneQicut, and many words were taken 
up from ſome indians among us which our fears inter- 
preted the fame way. The Governor and council gave 
no great credit to theſe ſuſpicions, yet they thought fit to 
take order, ſtrengthning the watches in all towns, and 
Cauſed them to be ordered by the military officers (being be- 
fore committed to the conſtables charge) and withal fent 
Capt. Jenyſon with three men and an indian interpreter 
to the Naraganſett ſachem to know the truth of their in- 
tentions &e, They were very kindly entertained, but 
they would not ſpeak with him in the preſence of his in- 
_ Gian interpreter. They denied all confederations with 
the Mohawks, and profeſſed their purpoſe to continue 
friendſhip with us, and not to uſe any hoſtility towards.

This ſummer here arrived one Mr. Thomas Gorge a 


young gentleman of the inns of court, a kinſman to Sir 
Ferdinand Gorge, and ſent by him with commiſhon for 
the government of his province of Somerſetſhire. He 


was ſober and well diſpoſed ; he ſtaid a few days at Bof- 


ton and was very careful to take advice of our magiſtrates 


how to manage his affairs &c. When he came to Aco- 


menticus he found all out of order, for Mr. Burdett ruled 


all, and had let looſe the reins of liberty to his luſts— 
that he grew very notorious for his prone and adultery ; 
and the neighbours now finding Mr. Gorge well inclined 
to reform things, they complained of him, and produced 


ſuch foul matters againſt him as he was laid hold on, and 


bound to appear at their court at Sacoe : but he dealt ſo 
with ſome other of the commiſſioners that when the 


court 
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court came, Mr. Vines and two more ſtood for him, but 1640. 
Mr. Gorge having the greater part on his ſide, and the 
jury finding him guilty of adultery and other crimes, with 
much labour and difficulty he was fined (under f go.) 
He appealed unto England, but Mr. Gorge would not 
admit his appeal, but ſeized ſome of his cattle &c. Upon 
this Mr. Burdett went into England, but when he came 
there he found tue ſtate ſo changed as his hopes were 
fruſtrated, and he, after taking part with the cavaliers, 
was committed to'priſon.” \ ds 
One Baker, maſter's mate of the ſhip being in 
drink, uſed ſome reproachful words of the Queen. The 
Governor and Council were much in doubt what to do 
with him, but having conſidered that he was diſtempered 
and ſorry for it, and being a. — and a chief officer 
in the ſhip, and many ſhips were then in harbour, they 
thought it not fit to inflict corporeal puniſhment — 
him, but after he had been two or three days in priſon, 
he was ſet an hour at the whipping poſt with a paper on 
JJ ooo ooo Hot :

Cod appeared, for the maſter and company were many 
of them profane ſcoffers at us, and at the ordinances of 
religion here; ſo as our churches keeping a faſt for our 
native country &c. they kept abeard at their common 
| ſervice when all the reſt of the maſters came to our aſſem- 
blies; likewiſe the Lord's day following, and a friend of 
his going aboard next day and aſking him why he came 
not on ſhore to our meetings, his anſwer was, that he had 


a family of his own, and they had as good ſervice aboard 


as we had on ſhore. Within two hours after this (being 
abont dinner time) the powder took fire (no man knows. 
bow) and blew all up, viz. the Captain and nine or ten 
of his men and ſome four or five ſtrangers. There was 
a ſpecial providence that there were no more, for many 
principal men were going aboard at that time, and ſome 
were in a boat near the ſhip, and others were diverted by 
a ſudden ſtorm of rain, and others by other occaſions. 
There was one man ſaved, being carried up in the ſcut-

As 
for this Morton he fell fick and died foon after, and in 
his ſickneſs he fent for the miniſter and bewailed his en- 
mity againft us, and promiſed, if he recovered, to be as 
great a friend to New-England as he had formerly been 
an enemy. Sir Ferdinand Gorge alfo had fided with our 


\ - adverſaries againſt us, but underhand pretending by his 
letters and ſpeeches to ſeek our welfare: but he never

Miantunomoh the ſachem of Naraganſett came, and 

was met at Dorcheſter by Capt. Gibbons and a guard of 
twelve muſketeers, and well entertained at Roxbury by 
the Governor; but when we came to parley he refuſet 
to treat with us by our Pequod interpreter, as he had 
done before to Capt. Jenyſon, and the Governor being 
as reſolute as he, refuſed to uſe any ather interpreter, 
thinking it a difhonor to us to give ſo much way to them. 
Wnoereupon he came from Roxbury to Boſton, departing 
in a rude manner, without ſhewing any reſpe& or fign of 
thankfulneſs to the Governor for his entertainment, 
_ -Whereof the Governor informed the general court, and 
would ſhew him no countenance, nor admit him to dine 
at our table, as formerly he had done till he had acknow- 
ledged his failing &c. which he readily did, ſo ſoon as he 
could be made to underſtand it, and did ſpeak with our 
committees and us by a Pequod maid who could fpeak 
* engliſh perfectly; but it was conceived by ſome of the 
court that he kept back ſuch things as he accounted ſe- 
.crets of ſtate, and that he would carry home in his breaſt 
as an injury, the ſtritt terms he was put to both in this, 
and the ſatisfaQtion he was urged to for not obſerving our 
cuſtom in matter of manners, for he told us that when our 
men came to him they were permitted to uſe their own

© ſtrumapet. They were both committed to priſon ; aud 
it fell out that one Stoddard, being then one of the con- 
fables of Boſton, was required to take Francis Hutchin- *' 
| ſon into his cuſtody *till the afternoon, and faid withal . 
to the Governor, fir, I came to obſerve what you did, 
hat if you ſhould proceed with a brother etherwiſe than 
. you ought, I might deal with you in a church way. For 
this infolent behaviour he was committed, but being 
dealt with by the elders and others, he came to ſee his 
error, which was that he did conceive that the magiſtrate _ 
— ought not te deal with a member of the church before 
the church had proceeded with him. So the next Lord's 
day in the open aſſembly, he did freely and very affec- 
tionately confeſs his error and his contempt of authority, 
and being bound to appear at the next court he did the

before ſome of his counſellors were preſent, alledging that

- In all his anſwers he was very deliberate and ſhewed . | 


good underſtanding in the principles of juſtice and amity, 


and ingenuity withal. He demanded that his accuſers 
 mighy be brought forth, to the end that if they could not 


make good what they had charged him with, they might 


ſuffer what he was worthy of, and muſt have expefted if 
he had been found guilty, viz, death. We anſwered, we 


ſe the injury done to 
ut our order, The 
meſſengers coming to him he carried them apart into the 
woods, taking only one of his chief men with him, and 
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knew them not, nor ere they within our power, nor 


would give credit to them before we had given him know- 


ledge of it according to our agreement with him, He re- 


plied, if you did not give credit to it, why then did you 
diſarm the indians. We anſwered, ſor our fecurity, and 
becauſe we had been credibly informed that ſome of the.

Mr. Knolles returned from Virginia and brought let- 
ET ters from his congﬀegation and others there to our elders, 
which were openly read in Boſton at a lecture, whereby 

- it appeared that God had greatly bleſſed their miniſt 

there, ſo as the people's hearts were much inflamed with 
dieſire aſter the ordinances, and though the ſtate did fi- 
lence the miniſters becauſe they would not conform to 
the order of England, yet the people reſorted to them in 

- private houſes to hear them as before. , Dn 
There fell out hot wars between the Dutch and the in- 
dians thereabout. The occafion was this. An indian 
being drunk, had ſlain an old dutchman—the dutch re- 
quired the murderer, but he could not be had. The peo- 
ple called often upon the Governor to take revenge, but 
he ſtill put it off, either for that he thought it not juſt or 
not ſafe &c. It fell out that the Mowhawks, a people 
that live upon or near Hudſon's river, either upon their 
own quarrel, or rather, as the report went, being ſet on 
by the dutch, came ſuddenly upon the indians near the 

dutch and killed about go of them, the reſt fled for ſhel- 
ter to the dutch. One Marine a dutch captain hearing 
of it, goeth to the Governor, and obtains commiſhon of 
him te kill ſo many as he could of them, and accordingly 
went 
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went with a company of armed men, and ſetting upon 1643. 
them, fearing nd ill from the dutch, he flew about 70 or way 
do men vomen and children. Upon this the indians - 
burnt divers of their farm houſgs and their cattle in them, 
and flew all they could meet with ib the number of 20 ot 
more of mem women and children, and preſſed ſo hard 
upon the dutch, even home to their fott, that they were 
forced to call in the Engliſh to their aid, and entertained - 
Capt. Underhill &c. which Marine, the dutch captair, 
took ſe ill, ſeeing the Governor to prefer him before him- 
ſelf, that he preſented his piſtol at the Governor, but was 
| Raid by a ſtanderby; then a tenant of Marine diſcharg'd 
his muſket at the Governor, but miſled him narrowly; 
whereupon the ſentinel; by the Governor's command; 
ſhot that fellow preſently dead. His head was ſet upon 
the gallows, and the captain was ſent priſoner into Hol- 
land. The people alſo were ſo offended at the Governor 
for the damage they now ſuſtained by the indians, tho“ 
they were all for war before, that the Governor durft not 
truſt himſelf among them, but entertained a guard, of 56 
Engliſh about his perſon, and the indians did ſs annoy 
them by ſudden aſſaults out of the ſwamps &c. that he 
was forced to keep a running army to be ready to oppoſs 
them upon all occaſions. - J 
The indians alſo of Long Ifland took part with their 
neighbours upon the main, and as the dutch took away 
their corn &e. ſo they fell to burning the Dutch houſes ; 
but theſe by the mediation of Mr. Williams who was 
then there to go in a dutch ſhip for England, were pacifi- 
ed, and peace reeſtabliſhed between the dutch and them. 
At length they came to an accord of peace with the reſt 
of the indians alſo. © C 
One Jo. Cook an honeſt young man being in his maſ- 2g 
ters abſence to ſalute a ſhip &c; in the vanity bf his 
mind, thought to make the gun give a great report, and 
accordingly ſaid to ſome that he would make her ſpeak — 
overcharging her ſhe brake all into ſmall pieces and ſcat- 
ter'd round about ſome men a flight ſhot, off; himſelf was 
killed, but no hurt found about him but only one hand 
cut off and beaten a good diſtance from the place where 
he ſtood : and there appeared a ſpecial providence of 
God- in it, fer altho' there were many people up and 
down, yet none was hurt, nor was any near the gun when 
ſhe was fired, whereas uſually they gather thither on ſuch 
occaſions. |

The day appeinted for conſidering of the letter from 
the Dutch proved again ſo wet as but few met, and of 
thoſe fome would have another day appointed, and all 
the magiſtrates to be called to it, but others thought it nat 
fi both in regard the meſſenger haſted away, and alſo for 
that no dire&@ anſwer could be returned without a gene- 
ral court, At length adviſing with ſome of the: elders 
who were at hand, and ſome of the deputies, we returned 
anſwer to this effeR (in the name of the Governor only) 
viz. After gratulation &c. of their friendly reſpeR and 
our earneſt delire of the continuance of that good correſ- 
pondency which hath been between themſelves and us 
ever ſince our arrival in theſe parts, That our chiefcoun- 
cil to whom their letters were directed, being far diſperſ- 
ed &c, he was neceſſitated, with the advice of \ 
other of the magiſtrates, to return this anſwer to them 
for the preſent, being rather a declaration of their own 
conceptions than the determination ef our chiefeſt au- 
thority, from which they ſhould receive further anfwer 
in time convenient, We declared our grief for the dif- 
ference between them and our brethren of Hartford, 
which we conceived might be compoſed by arbiters ei- 
ther in England or Holland, or bere—that by our con- 
federation we were bound te ſeek the good and ſafety of 
each other as our own, which we hoped would not hin- 
der the continuance of that amity and correſpondeney 
between themſelves and us: and that the ground of their

3 5 
Upon the complaint of the engliſh| of Patuxet near (7) 
Providence, who had ſubmitted to our juriſdigion and 
the two indian ſachems there of the continual injuries of- 
fered them by Gorton and his company, the general court 

ſent for them, by letter only, not in way of command, to 
come anſwer the complaints, and ſent them letters of ſafe i 
conduct, but they anſwered our meſſengers diſdainfully, 
refuſed to come, but ſent two letters full of blaſphemy 
againſt the churches and magiſtracy, and other provok- 
ing terms, ſlighting all we eould do againſt them; fa 
that having ſent three times and receiving no other an- 
ſwer, we took ieſtimanies againſt them both of engliſh 
and indians, and 1 to proceed with them by 
force: and begauſe they had told our meſſengers the laſt 
time, that if we had any thing to ſay to them, if we would 
come to them they would do us juſtice therein, therefore 
ve wrote to them to this effect, viz. To the end that our 
juſtice and moderation might appear to all men, we would 
condeſcend ſo faf to them as to fend commiſſioners to 
hear their anſwers and allegations, and if thereupon they 
would give us ſuch fſatisfaftion as ſhould be juſt, we 
would leave them in peace, if otherwiſe, we would pro- 
ceed by force of arms; and fignified withal that we 
would fend. a ſufficient guard- with our commiſſioners, 
for ſecing they would not truſt themſelves with us upon 
dur {afe conduft, we had no reaſon to truſt ourſelves with 
them upon their bare courteſy. And accordingly we ſent 
the next week Capt. George Cook, Lieut. Atherton, and 
Edward Johnſon with commiſhon and inftruftions (the 
inſtructions would here be inſerted at large) and with 
them 40 ſoldiers. They came to Providence, and by the 
way received another letter from Gorton of the like con- 
tents with the former and told them plainly they were 
prepared for them &c.

"This Swediſh Governor demeaned him- 
ſelf as if he had neither chriſtian nor moral conſcience, 
getting Mr. Lamberton, into his power by feigned and 
alſe pretences, and keeping him priſoner and ſome of 
his men, labouring by promiſes and threats to draw them 
to accule him to have conſpired with the indians to cut 
off the Swedes and Dutch, and not prevailing theſe ways, 
then by attempting to make them drunk, that ſo he might 
draw ſomething from them: and in the end (though he 
could gain no teſtimony) yet he forced him to pay 
weight of beaver before he would ſet him at liberty. He 
is alle a man very furious and paſſionate, curſing and 
ſwearing, and alſo reviling the engliſh of N. Haven as 
runagates &c. and himſelf with his own hands put irons 
upon one of Mr. Lamberton's. men, and went alſo to the 
houſes of thoſe few families planted there, and forced 
ſome of them to ſwear allegiance to the crewn of Swe- 
den, tho” he had no colour of title to that place, and ſuch 
as would not he drave away &c. All theſe things were 
clearly proved by Mr. Lamberton's relation, and by other 
_ teſtimony upon oath, but this was ſent before with cm-

About this time our Governor 1eceived letters from - 
Filip Bell, Eſq. Governor of Barbadort, complejning af

ther called Peſecus. a young man about a0, ſent a preſent 


to our Governor, viz, an otter coat and girdle of wam-. 
pom, and ſome other wampom. in all worth about 15 
and defired peace and friendſhip with us, and withal that 
we would not aid Onkus againft him, whom he intended 
to make war. upon in revenge of his brother's death. 
Our Governor anſwered the meſſengers that we were 
wiliing to have peace and friendſhip with him, and to 
that end had ſent meſſengers to Canonicus (whom it ſeem- 
ed they met with by the way) but we deſired withal that 
there might be peace with all indians, alſo both Onkus 
and others, and that we had alfo ſent to Ouſamekin to 
that end; therefore except their ſachem would agree to 
it, we could not receive his preſent, They replied that 
they had no inſtruftions about that matter, but would re- 
turn back and acquaint their ſachem with it, and return 
to us again, and deſired to leave their preſent with our 
Governor in the mean time, which he agreed unto. 
Capt. Cook and his company which were ſent out a- 
gainſt Gorton returned to Boſton, and the captives, being 
nine, were brought to the Governor his houſe in a mili- 
_ tary order, viz. . being in two files, and after 
every five or fix ſoldiers a priſoner : ſo being befgre his 
door, the commiſſioners came in, after the Governor had 
ſaluted them he went forth with them, and paſſing thro' 
the files, welcomed them home, blefling God for preſerv- 
ing and proſpering them, and gave them all thanks for 
their pains and goed carriage, and defired of the captain 
a liſt of their names, that the court &c, might knowithem, 
if hereafter there ſhould be eccafion to make uſe of ſuch 
men. This good acceptance and commendation of their 
ſervice gave many of thein more content than their wages 
(which yet was very liberal per week and they to 
victual themlclves, and it is needful in all ſuch common- 
wealths where the ftate deſires tobe ferved by W 3 
: Then 
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Then having conferred privately with the commiſſioners, 1643. 
he cauſed the priſoners to be brought before him in hi 
hall, where was a great aſſembly, and there laid before 
them their contemptuous carriage towards us, and their 
obſtinacy againſt all the fair means and moderation we 
had uſed to reform them and bring them to do right to 
thoſe of ours whom they had wropged, and how the Lord 
had now juſtly delivered them into our hands. They 
pleaded in their excuſe that they were not of our juril- 
dition, and that though they had now yielded themſelves 
to come and anſwer before us, yet they yielded not as 
priſoners. The Governor repel. they were brought to 
him as taken in war, and ſo our commiſſioners had in- 
formed, but if they could plead any other quarter 
or agreement our commiſſioners had made with them, we 
muſt and would perform it ; to which they made no an- 
ſwer—So the Governor committed them to the marſhall 
to convey to the common priſon, and gave order they 
| ſhould be well provided for both ſor lodging and diet. 
Then he went forth again with the captain, and the ſol- 
diers gave him three vollies of ſhot and ſo departed to the 
inn, where the Governor had appointed ſome refreſhing . 
to be provided for them above their wages. 
The next Lord's day in the forenoen the priſoners 
would not come to the meeting, ſo as the magiſtrate de- 
termined they ſhould be compelled. They agreed to 
come, ſo as they they might have liberty after ſermon to 
| ſpeak if they had occaſion. The migiſtrates anſwer was, 
that they did leave the ordering of things in the church 
to the elders, but there was no doubt but they might have 
leave to ſpeak ſe as they ſpake the words of truth and ſo- 
briety. So in the afternoon they came and were placed 
in the fourth ſeat right before the elders. Mr. e 
(in his ordinary text] taught them out of Acts 19. of De- 
metrius pleading for Diana's ſilver ſhrines or temples &c. | 
After ſermon Gordon deſired leave to ſpeak, which be- 
ing granted, he repeated the points of Mr. Cotton's ſer- 
mon, and coming to that of the filver ſhrines, he ſaid that 
in the church there was nothing now but Chriſt, ſo that 
all our ordinances, minifters, ſacraments &c. were but 
men's inventions for ſhew and pomp and no other than 
thoſe ſilver ſhrines of Diana. He ſaid alfo that if Chrift 
lived eternally, then he died eternally ; and it appeared 
both by his letters and examinations that he held that 
Chriſt was incarnate in Adam, and that he was that im- 
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age of God wherein Adam was created, and that the chief 
work and merit was in that his incarnation in that he be- 
came ſuch a thing, ſo mean &c. and that his being 
born after of the Virgin Mary and ſuffering &c. was 
but a manifeſtation of his ſufferings &c. in Adam. 
Likewiſe in his letters he condemned and reviled magiſ- 
tracy calling it an ido], alledging that a man might as 
well be a flave to his belly as to his own ſpecies: yet be- 
ing examined he would acknowledge magiſtracy to be an 
ordinance of God in the world as marriage was, vis. ne 
other magiſtracy but what was natural, as the father over 
his wife and chidren, and an hereditary prince over his 
| When the general court was aſſembled, Gorton and his 
company were brought forth upon the le&ure day at Boſ- 
ton, and there before a great aſſembly, the Governor de- 
clared the cauſe and manner of our proceeding againſt 
them, and their letters were openly read, and all objee- 
tions anſwered. As 1. That they were not within our 
juriſdiction. To this was anſwered, 1. That they were 
either within Plimouth or Mr. Fenwick, and they had 
yielded their power to us in this cauſe, 2. If they were 
under nojuriſdiftion then had we none to complain unte 
for redreſs of our injuries, and then we muſt either right 
ourſelves and our ſubjetts by force of arms, or elle we 
muſt ſet ſtill under all their reproaches and injuries, among 
which they had this inſolent mln Wo do more 
* diſdain that you ſhould ſend for us to come to you, 
& than you could do if we ſheuld ſend for the chiefeſt a- 
© mong you to come up to us and be employed according 
© to our pleaſure in ſuch works as we ſhould appeint 
r F 
| * for their opinions we did not meddle with them for 
thoſe, otherwiſe than they had given us occaſion by their 
letters to us, and by their free and open publiſhing them 
amongſt us, for we wrote to them only about civil con- 
troverſies between them and our people, and gave them 
no occaſion to vent their blaſphemings and revilings &c. 
And for their title to the indians land, we had divers times 
deſired them to make it appear, but they always refuſed, 
even to our commiſſiqners whom we ſent laſt to them, and 
fince they were in priſon we offered to ſend for any wit- 
neſſes they would deſire, but ſtill they refuſed, ſo that our 
title appearing good, and we having now regained our 
poſſe ſſion, we need not queſtion them any more about 
that. Their letters being read, they were demanded ſev- 


* 
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erally if they would maintain thoſe things which were 
contained therein, They anſwered they would in that. 


ſenſe wherein they wrote them. 3 

Aſter this they were brought before the court ſeverally 
to be examined (divers of the elders being deſired to be 
preſent) and becauſe they had ſaid they could give a good 
interpretation of all they had written, they were exam- 
ined upon the particular paſſages, but the interpretation 


they gave being contradiftory to their expreſhons, they 


were demanded then if they would retraft thoſe expre\- 
ſions, but that they refuſed, and faid till that they ſhould 
then deny the truth. For inſtance in one or two; their 


letters were directed one to their neighbours of the Maf- 


ſachuſetts, and the other of them to the great honored 
idol gentleman of the Maſſachuſetts, and by a meflenger 
of their own delivered to our Governor, and many pal- 
ſages in both letters particularly applied to our courts, 


our magiſtrates, our elders &c. yet in their examinations 


about their reproachful paſſages, they anſwered, that they 


meant them of the corrupt eſtate of mankind in general 


and not of us &c. So whereas in their letters they im- 


pute it to us as an error, that we teach that Chriſt died 


before only in types: upon their examination they ſay 


actually only when he ſuffered under Pontius Pilate, and , 


that their meaning was, that his death was actual to the 
faith of the fathers under the law, which is in effect no 
other than we hold, yet they account it an error in us, 


and would not retra@ that charge. One of the elders 
had been in the priſon with them, and had conferred 


with them about tkeir opinions, and they expreſſed their 


agreement with him in every point, ſo as he intended to 


move for favor for them, but when he heard their anſwer 


upon their examination, he found how he had been de- 
luded by them, for they excel the jeſuits in the act of 


equivocatien, and regard not how falſe they ſpeak to all 
other men's apprehenſ.ons, ſo they keep to the rules of 


their own meaning. Gorton maintained that the image 


of God wherein Adam was created was Chrift, and ſo 


the loſs of that image was the death of Chriſt, and the 
reſtoring of it in generation was Chriſt's reſurrection, and 
ſo the death of him that was born of the Virgin Mary 
was but a manifeſtation ef the former, In their letterg 
Kc. they condemned all ordinances in the church, call- 


ing baptiſm an abomination, and the Lord's ſupper the 


juice of a poor lilly grape turned into the blood of Chriſt 
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1643. by the ſkill of our magicians &c. yet upon examination 
& AI: they. would ſay they did allow them to be the ordinances. 
of Chriſt; but their meaning was that- they were to con- 
tinue no longer than the infancy. ef the church laſted 
(and but to novices then) for after the revelation. was 
written they were to ceaſe, for there is no mention of 
tnem, ſay they, in that hook. VV 7h 
They were all illiterate men, the ahleſt of them could 
not write true engliſh, no not common words, yet the 
would take upon them the interpretation of -the mo 
difficult places of ſcripture, and wreſt them any way to 
ſerve their own turns: as to give one inſtance for many. 
Mr. Cotton preſſing them with that in Acts 10. Who 
can forbid water why theſe ſhould” not be baptized—ſe - 
he commanded them to be baptized” they interpret thus. 
Who can deny but theſe have been baptized, ſeeing they 
have received the Holy Ghoſt &c. ſo he allowed them to 
have been baptized, This ſhift they were put to that 
they might maintain their former opinion, That ſuch as 
have been baptized with the Holy Ghoft need not the 
_ outward baptiſm. e Rn i 
The court and the elders ſpent near a whole day in 
diſcovery of Gorton's deep. myſteries which he had boaſt- 
ed of in his letters, and to bring him to conviftion, but 
all was in vain. Much pains was alſo taken with the 
g reſt, but to as little effet. They would accknowledge 
no error or fault in their writings, and yet would ſeem 
ſometimes to conſent with us in the truth, 
After all theſe examinations the court began to conſult. 
about their ſentence. The judgment of the elders alſo 
had been demanded about their blaſpemous ſpeeches and 
opinions, what puniſhment was due by the werd of God. 
Their anſwer was firſt in writing, that if they ſhould 
maintain them as expreſſed in their writings, their offence 
deſerved death by the law of God. The ſame ſome of 
them declared after in open court. But before the court 
would proceed to determine of their ſentence, they a- 
_ greed firſt upon their charge, and then calling them all 
publickly they declared to them what they had to charge 
them with out of their letter and ſpeeches. Their charge 
was this, viz. They were charged to be blaſphemous ene- 
mies of the true religion of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and of 
all his holy ordinances, and likewiſe of all civil govern- 
ment among his people, and particularly within this 410

riſdiction, Then they were demanded whether they 
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acknowledge this charge to be juſt, and did ſubmit to it 
or what exceptions they had againſt it. They anſwered 
they did not acknewledge- it to be juſt, hut they took no 
particular exceptions to it, but fell into ſome cavilling 
ſpoeches, ſo they were returned to priſon again. Boing 
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in priſon they behaved inſolently towards their keeper, 


and ſpake evil of the magiſtrates Whereupon ſome of 
the magiſtrates were very earneſt to have irons preſently 
|= upon them. Others thought it better to forbear all 
luch ſeverity till their ſentence were paſſed, This latter 
opinion prevailed, After divers means had been uſed 
both in public and private to reclaim them, and all prov- 
ing-fruitleſs, the court proceeded to cenfider of their ſen- 


tence: in which the court was much divided, All the 


- magiſtrates, ſave three, were of opinion that Gorton 


ought to die, but the greateſt number of the deputies diſ- 
ſenting,-that vote did not paſs. In the end all agr. 


- upon this ſentence—for ſeven of them, viz. that they 


ſhould be diſperſed into ſeven ſeveral towns, and there 


kept to work for their living, and wear irons upon one 


leg, and not to depart the limits of the town, nor by word 
or writing maintain any of their blaſphemous or wicked 


errors upon pain of death, only the exception for ſpeech 


with any of the elders, or any other licenſed by any mag- 
iſtrate to confer with them; this cenſure to continue 
during the pleaſure of the court. There were three 
more taken in the houſe with them, but becauſe they had 
not their hands to the letters they were diſmiſſed, two of 


them upon a ſmall ranſom, as captives taken in war, and 


the third freely, for that he was but in his maſter's houſe. 
&c. A fourth being found to be an ignorant young man

About a week after we ſent men to fetch ſo many of 


their cattle as might defray our charges, both of the ſol-

The maſter coming aboard acquainted his men with it 
and demanded their refolution : two or three would 
have faught, and rather have blown up ſhip than have 
yielded; but the greater part prevailed, ſo ſhe was quietly 
taken, and all the men ſave three ſent to Boſton, and 
there order was taken by the captain for their diet. In 
this 4 hour's time much people gathered together upon 
Windmill hill to ſee the iſſue, and fome who had intereſt 
in the ſhip, eſpecially one Byyſtoll merchant (a very bold 
malignant perſon) began to Ow 2 and raiſe a 
tumult, but ſome of the people preſent laid hold of them 


And brought them to the Deputy Governor, who com-

hours after. Thoſe who doubted whether this were mur- 
der or not, did ſtick upon two reaſons chiefly, 1. That 
it did not appear that the maſter's intention was to hurt 
Kim, but to reform him. 2. In that which was moſt like- 

y to be the occaſion or cauſe of his death; he was buſied 
about an action which inggſelf was lawful, viz. the bring- 
ing of him before the magiſtrates; and murder cannot be 
committed but where the action and intention both are 
evil. To this it was anſwered—that this continual act of 
_ cruelty did bring him to death by degrees, and the laſt act 

was the conſummation of it; and that this act, in regard 
to the fubject, who to the apprehenſion of all that ſaw 
Him, was more fit to be kept in his bed, than to be haled 
to correction, was. r unlawful. As in caſe a 
man had a ſervant fick in bed of the ſmall pox newly 
come forth, and that his maſter knowing and ſeeing theſe 
upon his body ſhould, againſt the phyſician's advice, hale 
Him forth of his bed into the open air in froſty weather, 
upon Rr he might eaſe nature &c. this at in 
regard of the ſtate of the ſubject, were utterly un- 
lawful, and if the ſervant ſhould die under his hand &c.

therefore he was a murderer ;—And that in Exodus 
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1644. if a maſter ſtrike his ſervant with a rod, which is a law- 
ful action, and he die under his hand (as this ſervant did) 


he was to die for it: And that in Deut. if a man 
ſtrike with a weapon or with his hand, or any thing 
wherewith he may die, and he die, he is a murderer, 
ſhews plainly, that let the means be what it may, if it be 
voluntarily applied to an evil intent, it is murder; ac- 
cording to that judgment given againſt her that 
gave a potion to one to Nan his love, and it killed 
him, it was adjudged murder. 3 
All the magiſtrates ſeeming to be ſatisfied upon this con- 
ference, warrant was ſigned by the Governor for his ex- 
ecution a week after: which was not approved by ſome 
in regard of his reprieval to the next court of aſſiſtants, 
but it was without any good reaſon; for a condemned 
man is in the power of the magiſtrate to be executed
